severe in Mexico as in Regina, where it 
reached its maximum.

UNENFORCED PAVING GUARANTIES, 

Since 1898 paving contracts have required 
the contractor to keep his work in repair for 
tep years. A considerable sum is added to 
the contract price on account of this guar- 
anty, and a bond is given for its observance. 

It is notorious, however, that to a large 
degree these guaranties, paid for by prop- 
erty owners and secured by semen, are 
not enforced, Breaks, holes, and rnts in re- 


~ 


These defects mean the speedy deterioration 
ef costly improvements—and so more pav- 
ing contracts. They mean that the con- 
tractor escapes the cost of repairs, and that 
the advent of new paving jobs is expedited. 

Whiy are these guaranties not enforced? 
Why this official neglect, which plays in 
donble fashion into the hands of paving in- 
terests? 

The council's: committee 
made preliminary inquiries on this subject on 
Friday. It should pursue them to a finish. | 
These inquiries .were provoked by a com- 
munication in behalf of the Nineteenth 
Ward Improvement association. That body 
| had “ good right " to urge this matter before 
‘the committee. Possibly a greater propor- 
tion of the streets of this ward have been re- 
paved within the last three years than of 
any other ward in the city. The association 
has actively encouraged such improvements, 
and it may well object when they are al- 
lowed, through official neglect or conniv- 
ance, to go te premature rnin. 

The association had bie te Sad ont 
why recently laid paving on a number of 
streets in the Nineteenth ward was per- 
mitted to get out of repair and remain out 
of repair from year to year, although the 
improvements were covered by ten year 
guaranties. It was fotnd that the board 
of local improvements, which is charged 
with enforcing these obligations, is guilty 
of systematic if not intentional failure to 
enforce them. The board has “no proper 
system of getting and keeping information ” 
on the subject; it shows no energy in devis- 
ing executive efforts directed toward en- 
| forcement; it pleads that its hands are tied 
by defective procedure in the past, and yet 
follows the same procedure in ‘new con- 


‘| tracts; it omits to exhaust or devise direct 


remedies, and instead “ pretends to be seek- 
ing remedial results by brandishing as a 
club over the heads of defaulting contractors 
and sureties the threat of withholding fu- 
ture business—a species of petty blackmail

The only avenue of escape from this un- 
pleasant position is to have all periodical 
writing done by men of large inherited 
wealth. It is perfectly clear that it can’t 
be done by the conscientious citizens who 
are making tin cans. They haven’t time for 
it. We shall be obliged to fall back on per- 
sons of independent income who are willing 
to unsheath their pens but who do not need 
the money which an unusheathed pen can 
conquer. 

Before this is done, however, the men who 
are now in the habit of disproving their op- 
ponents’ statements by ejaculating “ per 
diem,” will have to take oath that they will 
not adopt the ejaculation “ parasite.” <A 
person who is living ou an income which he 
doesn’t is almost as vulnerable as the 
person whose income is diurnal. How can 
a tan be supposed to be capable of a re- 
liable statement or of a valid idea when his 
father made a fortune? 

It is perhaps impossible, therefore, to 
wriggle off the horns of our dilemma. Ifa 
man earns his living by his articles he is a 
mercenary. If he doesn’t earn his living by 
them he is a parasite. The only man whose 
writings are really trustworthy is the man 
who cannot and does not write. 

Wouldn’t it be helpful, though, if the 
space which is now given to abusing writ- 


ers for earning their living were given to 
refuting what they write? The task might 


be more difficult, but it would be less uu- 


worthy of. the human intellect, 


BRASS. BANDS AND FUNERALS. 
The will of Amos Mecartney, who died 
some time ago at Alameda, Cal., and who 
left property in this state, was filed a few 
days agointhiscounty. It stipulates among 


other things for an “‘ A No. 1 brass band to 


entertain those who attend” the funeral. 
This is not the first time that a testator has 
made a stipulation of thiskind. Sometimes 
they go even more into detail by providing 
for an “ A No. 1.” dram major and specify- 
ing sundry “tunes” which are not even 
distantly connected with “ Hark from the 
Tombs” or QOhopin’s “ Funeral March.” 
Apparently they wish to liven up the pro- 
ceedings, and if anything can liven up 
things, even at a funeral, it is a drum major 
in his swellest costume and in complete 
action when the tune is “ Hiawatha” or 
“The Good Old Summer Time.” 
Such wills as these suggest a musical pe- 
cenliarity which never yet has been ex- 
plained. Why is it that the “ brass band,” 
meaning by this a band composed of brass 
instrument players with a few clarinets 
and the regulation drums, is so often at the 
head of the funeral procession? Brass 
bands never figure at christenings nor do 
they assist at weddings. They are not in 
demand for public banquets or social din- 
ners. They never get a chanct to go to the 
ane or seaside resorts. Their func- 
tions are limited to street parades, to polit- 
ical meetings, to the military and naval 
service, occasional strenuous and stentorian 
concerts, and funerals. The feeling towards 
the. brass band is singular in its intensity. 
It is regarded much as the steam fire engine 
is by the fireman or the locomotive by the 
engineer. The cacophonous dirges that wail 
exasperatingly among the other discordant 
noises of the streets are heard almost daily, 
but they would be heard with much greater 
frequency if they were not such expensive 
music. . Undoubtedly the brass band at his 
funeral. is the Carcassone of many a poor 
soul whose troubles would count for little 
if he had the assurance that when his trou- 
bles were over he would go to his last home 


band and the antics of a drum major. Un- 
doubtedly there are persons who would 
willingly die if they were sure of such an 
apotheosis, making “a swanlike end, fad- 
ing in music.” Whence arises this passion 
for the brass band, strong even in death? 
Is it because of the love of the brass band’s 
music? Or of the desire to be “ the show 
and gaze o’ the time”? Or 1s it becaune, 
after a life of drudgery, and sacrifice, and 
toil, and deprivation, one would like at 
least to notify the world he had been in ft 
in as conspicuous @ manner as possible? 
And what more conspicuous announcement 
than that of a brass band? Brief, to be sure, 
but how convincing to the crowd along the 
walks, how comforting to those in the car- 
riages, how satisfactory to the principal 
figure ih the occasion.

“MOMMSEX. 
" At the session of the Américan Historical 
association held at Ann Arbor in 1891, The- 
odore Mommeen was elected an honorary 
member. The tribute was alike to his pro- 
digious intellectual powers, his phenomenal 
industry and capacity to take pains, and to 
bis courage as a patriot. 

Of all historians who have written in oh 
er than the English language Mommeen is 
the most widely read in this country. This is 
due in part to the range of his labors which 
bind the modern to the antique world; in 
part to the numbers of the German race in 
the population; and in large measure to ad- 
miration of the man. It has been more than 
once the expressed judgment of American 
historical criticiem that Mommsen is the’ 
only modern historian who deserv%s to be 
ranked with Herodotus. To all the his- 
torica] toilers of his long life he was a model 
of thoroughness, patience, penetration, and 
perspicuity. He despised history at second 
hand. In whatever part of Burope he hap- 


| pened to be, his enthusiasm found vent in 


an immediate hunt for. historical. materials. 
He delighted to be lost in museums 

found only when it was time to lock the 
doors for the night. Wherever inecriptions 
were discoverable he copied them with his 


} own hands in a minute and accurate style 


‘and laid the manuscript away with the pas- 


lation of original materials was not con- 
fined to manuscript or rare prints only. 
Marbles; bronzes, fragments of stone and 
metals were among the testimonies he treas- 
ured. 


He was one of the few moderns who could 
think in Latin spontaneously without first 
easting the thought ina vernacular. When 
resolved to write a treatise on law any other 
language than that of the Romans seemed. 
to him an unfit mediom. His students de- 
clared that they learned more Latin in 
Mommesen’s legal writings than through the 
ordinary chanuels of Latin instruction. 

Mommsen was not the first scholar to feel 
the heat of politics iu the tranquillity of the 
library. The “flower of puritaniem,” John 
Milton, was never happier than_when be- 
laboring his political opponents with »s 
heavy, knotted stick, a vocabulary savage, 
terse, and ponderous with Greek and Latin 
force. His prose is little read now, but it 
remains a monument to his political daring. 

Mommseen, by nature a liberal, looked 
upon Bismarck as an architect of national 
evil. From the moment the conviction was 
formed its utterance was unreserved, co- 
gent, and effective: The historian was al- 
most fanatical in antipathy to France, al- 
though he was not without deference toward 
‘Louis Napoleon for the seeming sincerity 
with which he sought the aid of men of 
learning when engaged upon his “ Julius 
Cesar.” But Mommsen came to look upon 
Bismarck as almost as dangerous to Ger- 
man ideals as the French. This belief he 
defined in an electoral! pamphlet which made 
a tremendous n on account of the 
height of the object of its assault and the 
almost equally high rank of its author in 
another domain. ‘The “man of blood and 
fron.” felt its thrusts so deeply that he 
quatied before the professor. [nstead of 


he resorted to a different and rusty weapon. 
The omnipotent statesman who made and 
unmade judges had the historian arrested 
on a criminal charge. Conviction was a 
foregone conclusion when Bismarck was 
accuser. A sentence of several months’ im- 
prisonment was the result. It did not alter 
but confirmed Mommeen’s belief that Bis- 
marck was a foe of Germany, but it also 
persuaded him to hold aloof from the per- 
sonal wrangles of public life. His submis- 
sion to the penalty was not rendered more 
suave by the clumey grace with which the 
chancellor praised his achievements in 
scholarship while treating him judicially 
as a malefactor. The judgment was re- 
versed on appeal. Time and the discrim- 
inating mind of Germany have verified 
much of the censure Mommsen bestowed on 
a character sometimes small in great con- 
junctures and large sometimes in small ones. 

The German historian is one more added 
‘to the impressive procession testifying that 
longevity is compatible with an arduous 
and fruitful intellectual) career.

It is much more agreeable to float with the 
tide of easy going friendships, to yield to 
every. inordinate desire of physicaland social 
vcluptuousness, than it is to stem the cur- 
rents by stern resolve and harsh self-denial.

term of thirty years, expiring May 1, 1904, 
and the present building was erected.

It is cer- 


tain that the story is a big one, but it is also evident 


from the wild bulletins that the paper will have to de- 
pend upon its own man to get an adequate, truthful 


How the Wreck Is “Covered.” 


Brown is a good reporter. He knows many things

and the sige of the story mean a whole lot in the make- 
up of the paper, and when you go to press at 12:30 and 
just an hour-before the “ dead line” (over which noth- 
ing short of the assassination of a president can ob- 
trude) you do not know whether you will have half a 
column or two columns of your feature story, it creates 
a chaotic condition of things in more ways than one. 
The size of other stories depends upon the amount of 
space that will be required by the big story of the night. 
The placing of stories on the firs¢ and other pages will 
have to be determined. by the size of the star story.

Ovér 
each page of type the stereotyper places a piece of 
damp papér, composed of ten or twelve sheets of tissue 
paper pasted with a peculiar paste one upon another 
on a base of manila paper about the thickness of the 
old style brown paper in which the butcher used to 
wrap the meat. These embryo matrices are wet, #0 


that they may more easily receive the impression of the 


type. In the old days brushes were used to beat them 
down on the face of and into the mterstices and de- 
pressions of type and cuts. Now the beating Is done 
away with.

HERE is one church in Chicago where 
the regular “‘ follow up "’ system famil- 
far to all business men is being 
ticed with entire success. This decided 
departure from ordinary church meth-. 


s ods has been introduced in the Open church, 


West Monroe and Francisco streets, by 
Prof. Edward Amherst Ott. Ttie varied ac- 
tivities of this progressive church are carried 
on by means of a highly elaborated system. 
In order to understand this it is necessary 
to state that all the work to be done is di- 
vided among several committees, whose 
membership includes 75 per cent of the mem- 
bers of the church. The work of each com- 


. mittee is strictly limited. 


The attendance committee follows up every 


. absence on the part of any member. As all 


members know that this record is kept, it is 
a common thing for the pastor to receive let- 
ters telling the cause of an absence, just as 
an “excuse” is presented by public school 
After a certain number of ab- 
Bences on the part of a member the matter 
is reported to the committee on hospitality. 

“Then some anember .of this committee, an 
acuuaintance if possible, calls on the de- 
liniquent to fifid out the real reason for his 
absence. This visitor makes a report in 
writing to the pastor, which is filed away on 
the proper card. If the delinquent does not 


respond to the invitation of the visitor Prof. 


Ott himself undertakes the case. In only 
three inatances has this been necessary in 
the nine months he has been with the church. 


Fifteeti Make Pastoral Calls. 


+ Besides following up absentees the com- 
mittee on hospitality, whose membership of 
fifteen men and women is changed every 
month, makes all the regular pastoral! calls. 
Thus fifteen people do the work that is ordl- 
narily done by the church visitor or by the 
pastor himself... Every visitor receives defi- 
nite instructions before he starts out, so 
that if he has tact and insight he soon learns 
to make reports that are valuable. ' 
All reports are made in writing, so that 
tiféy can be easily tabulated and filed. By 
means of this systematic visiting the pastor 
knows thoroughly the uprising and down- 
sitting of all the members of the church and 
congregation. Their ideas, ideals, and 


tastes; their occupations, pleasures; anid 


misfortunes; their enemies, and their friends 
are all recorded not on thé tablets of his 
memory but on manila cards neatly fitt 


- Into rows of oak drawers like those used 


the card catalogue library system. 

Similar to the work of the committee on. 
hospitality.is that of the social committee, 
whose duty it is to follow up prospective 


“membergp—people in the neighborhood _ who 


have no church home. This.committee gets 


Up parties, one every month, in different sec- 


tions of the church field. Two-thirds of the 
guests invited .to these parties must be 
strangers, or at least nonmembers. In this 
way strangers who move into the neighbor- 
hood ere given an opportunity of méeting 
their neighbors socially, and the church 
gains many new members. 

The results of the work done by this com- 
mittee are tabulated on cards headed, 
“Prospective Members.” On: these 
each individual's friends, tastes, and t 
dencies are carefully written out. The

members; they are invited courteously to at- 
tend the church services and entertainments 
and to avail themselves of its library, club 
rooms, and art gallery, and to send their 
children for free instruction in gymnastics 
and choral singing. 

Thus the growth of the church is not hap- 
hazard, but is the result of patient, well di- 
rected effort. The results speak weil for 
the plan; the congregation has increased 
during the last nine,months at the rate of 2 
per cent a week. People in the “ 
pective ’’ list sometimes pass directly into 
the class called “‘ members ” and sometimes 
they: remain in the intermediate class dalled 
“friends.”” It is the endeavor of all “‘ mem- 
bers "’ to have those in the two other classes 
graduate as soon as possible into the highest 


class. 
Correspond with Absentees. 
Another committee whose work is unique 


is the committee on correspondence. It ie 
the duty of its members to “ follow bean 


with letters any one on the church list who 
dis out of town for a few weeks or longer. 
These letters are written by members of the 
correspondence committee if there are no 
friends or acquaintances of the absentee 
available. Without these written reminders 


the worker might return from his vacation 


luke warm, but in this church he has no 
chance to cool off while he is out of town 
and the next day after his return he receives 
either a note or a visit to remind him that 
he is expected to take up his work where 
he laid it Another obvious advantage 
in keeping track of workers is that their 
work is not left undone during thefr ab-

stitute. 

All these committees are strictly limited 
as to the time in which they miay accomplish 
a given piece of work. Thedata furnished 
by their written reports is made the basis 
for the future action of the whole body of 
workers.

Bach one is asked to give the service which 
he can best perform, and the activities of the 
church are so varied that all members have 
an opportunity to express religious feeling 


In the church the “ follow up” oe" 
tem is out’ to the fasthest meaning of 
the phrase. Every opening and interest is 
followed relentiessiy and systematically. 
The work of the employment committee is an- 
example of the xe this church provides for 
the needs of its members. This committee 
not only finds work for those out of employ- 
ment but even helps those already at work to 
better themselves.

HE missionary in Japan who “ spoons ”’ 
or the one who eats too much has little 
chance to succeed’ in his vocation.

"Transactions ‘Are Made’ 


"Without the Use’of Any 


HEN, the other day, a woman pas- 
sénger on an Bilston avenue car, 
finding herself without change, 
paid her fare to the conductor by 
giving him a can of tomatoes, and 
the story got in the papers, there was much 
astonishment and not a little laughter. 

Yet thousands of dollars’ worth of business 
4s done in Chicago every year upon the same 
terms, and many a transaction which would 
swamp some cash stores is carried out with- 
out the expenditure of a nickel. The cus- 
tom, which is deeply imbedded in some parts 
of Chicago, rose in one of two ways. 

At the office of City Sealer Quinn, where 
‘weights and measures are known like books, 
“ft is said that the habit of barter comes to 
Chicago from New England. A man who

Many of these residents of Chicago 
are transients. They look forward always

In the businesses in which they are 
here they usually have little capital except 
their labor invested. They sell fruit or 
brooms or rugs or they shine shoes or do 
igundry work or sell tea in small quantities.

8 an employer on “rush’’ work you 
may find men who can work three’ 
daya and two nights at a stretch in 
some classes of work and yet main- 
tain a considerable degree of pro- 

ficiency to the end. But you may count upon 
the man’s resting perhaps for a longer period 
before he can come baek to the same labor 
with any degree of enthusiasm or even cheer- 
fulness. 

You may work a set of men from 8 o’clook 
in the morning to 10 o'clock in the evening 
for a period of fourteen days at a stretch, 
leaving one hour and a half for meals each 
day; but at the end of the fortnight you 
will find your men ugly. in disposition, quar- 
relsome among themselves, resenting your 
own authority and even suggestions, and 
before the third week of the task is done 
you will find yourself willing to, come back 
to the regular hours or to engage another 
shift upon the work. 

And yet night and day, almost without 
sleep, or rest, or proper nutrition, burdened 
with. watching, and fears, and anxieties, and 
hopes, man~ a mother, or father, or daugh- 
ter has waiched for weeks beside the dying 
loved orc, making no sign of weariness until 
with: the final coming of the shadow the, 
watcher has laid aside his sorrows for the 
ob!ivion of inganity. 

Physical Weariness Is Brain Fag. 

*Weariness of the flesh " is one of the ac- 
cepted phrases pf the world. According to 
Dr. Oscar A. King of the college of physicians 
and surgeons the practical weariness of the 
body is the practical weariness of the brain 
and of the nervous system. 

“ Ordinarily when a man is weary to the 
extent that he cannot lift his hand, he is 
worn to thé extent that he cannot lift his 
head,” said Dr. King. “‘ You may prove it 
readily enough. Here is a man of unusually 


_active disposition who has been at some great 


exertion, pérhaps for all day; bs may have 
been on an outing which has necessitated 
the exercise of nearly every muscle in his 
body in rowing; walking, hill climbing, tent 
stretching, and all the other possible work 
of the day. Finally he says that he is worn 
out; that he can do no more; some companion 
may be rowing him home, indeed, when a 
storm or some sudden emergency of the kind 
awakens his fears or his anxieties. Ins 
ly all thought of weariness is gone and he 
gets up and may toil for hours afterward 
without the least sense of fatigue. 

“Here is the demonstration at once that 
the brain fags easier than the muscles. It 
loses its directing power and, lacking this 
stimulus through the nervous system, the 
muscles refuse to respond until something 
awakens the brain again, when the muscles 
take up their work as if they never ~~ 
prompted the sense of fatigue. ! 


Brain Becomes Dull First. ‘ 
“ Still another proof that the brain fails 


before. the muscles, has been shown in the — 


long distance bieycle races of a few -years 
ago. One of the contestants in one of these 
races came to me after it was over. He was 
a boy of 16 years and had ridden on a tan- 
dem.bicycle behind the man who was acte 
ing’ as pacemaker for the field. In this po- 


‘gition on the wheel the boy had no mental 


work: he had his track laid out for him and 
he had only to pedal and to hold to the han- 
die bar. He rode until he reached a state 
of mental incapacity and was taken from 
his seat while his muscles perhaps were 
still capable of further endurance. His mind 
was gone for the time and he was three 
months recovering his sanity. Only for his 
youth it is doubtful if recovery would have 
been possible. 

** As to the question whether the mind iat 
mental employment will last longer than 
will the muscles at manual labor, too many 
conditions wait upon the environments of 
each to attempt an answer. At the final 
point of breaking down at either exertion, 
the brain is the first to go, however, and it 
may be said without fear of dispute that 
when the body is worn out with labor of the 
hands the brain also is incapacitated. 


“On all sides one may see interesting per-. 


sonal demonstrations of the relations be- 
tween the brain and the bodies of individ-— 
uals. Take the lasy man. Most often he 
is not to blame for his condition; he has a 
nervous system which prompts him to rest 
before he is sufficiently tired by comparison 
to be entitled to it. But on the other han 
there is the man whose muscular system 
goes on and on without a prompting from 
the brain that he is overexerting himself. 
You will find quite as many of the one type 
as of the other, and the fault with each is 
that he has an inaccurate nervous system 
in this matter of registering exertion. ~— 


Incur Insanity Under. Strain. 


“ As to the work of the anxious mother or 


near relative at the bedside of the sick, I 
will not allow ft. .Such a nurse. hovering 
always between hope and fear and working 
under physical and mental strain for days 
and nights without relief, often is nearer t 
point of mental collapse than is suppos 


‘T have seen many of these victims of the sick- 


room, some of them of the frailest constitu- 
tions, and when the spur of mental anxiety 
has ceased the mind has broken down. 


many cases there may be in these sickrogm

watehes the greatest strain possible to put 


the individual.” 
With reference to the general wear and 
upon the systems of men, Dr. King 
holds that so many organe of the body oper- 
ate in emergencies to take the strain, one off 
another, that the final point of breaking 
down from general exhaustion cannot be de- 
termined further than by placing it within 
the brain and nervoussystem. There is just 
so much of energy to expend in the body. and 
the brain, through a fatigue of its own, may 
lessen the further possibility of physical 
effort; or the body through exertionsthat are 
unusual and unexpected may rob the brain of 
energy. A man may have been gued men- 
tally at his office. and he may start home 
prepared to do some further mental work 
after, dinner. The possibility of doing that 
work may depend wholly upon whether he 
walke a half mile between the station and his 
home. or whether he gets a carriage and 
rides there. If he rides and conserves his 
physical energy he may have the power to 
think; tf he walks he will have a brain feg 

that will preclude it. 


‘Ugliness Indicates Breaking Down. 

In the “ rush” work of the contractor in 
almost any line of building, the first showing 
of breakdown is in the mental attitude of the 
men. They grow ugly in disposition and any 
foreman who is working a shift of men be- 
yond the point of physical endurance will be 
prepared to take from them almost any kind 
of impudence and rough disregard. . 

_. “They get reckless in speech,’’ said one of 
the supervising staff in the general offices of 
the Chicago Edison company. 
find them not caring what they say to any- 


body. For a man to touch elbows with a 
tellow. worker is an offense that may lead to 
a fight, whereas under ordinary conditions 


the touch would got have been noticed. 
- Our repair gang often is called upon to 


work long stretches at a time, but fn this wer 


try to limit the working day of any one man 
to the hours between 8 in the mor and 
10 in the evening, and to keep no one gang 
at the pace for more than two weeks. For 
regular work it may be sai: t out of door 
men as we employ them will do just as much 
work ina week of ten jiour days as they will 
do in a week of thirteen hour days.

Drowsy at Midday and Midnight. 

“He made some interesting observations 
in this vigil. The. times of greatest sleep- 
iness. were at. midday and midnight; once 
past these points on the dia] he was all right, 
éven through those hours in the early morn- 
ing when the tides of life are supposed to be 
at lowestebb. From 2 o'clock in the morning 
he might be even wakeful and comfortable 
until noon again. Then at noon he would 
have to fight. through another of the sleepy 


“As he recalls the experience he was not 
particularly more jaded on Wednesday 
morning than he had been on Tuesday morn- 
ing. He had a certain lightness in the head 
that was more to be compared to intoxication 
than to anything else. He hadn't much to 
do but keep strict vigil over the dynamo, so 


that he did not suffer from additional physi- 


cal effort. When his watch was over, after 
two and a half days and two nights, he went 
to sleep pretty much as a man would who 
was stupid from drink. 

- “ As for myself, when the four mile tunnel 
was building I once worked there for a forty- 
eight hour shift in water that was knee 
deep. I could not-lie down, of course, and 
~ had not’ much opportunity to sit down. 
Looking back upon that experience I recall 
that the work on the second day was not at 
all as wearing as I might have expected, and 
that the night following might have been a 
great deal worse than it was. But after I 
had slept on the third day and got up—then 
{tis that a man wants to whip his wife and 
strangle his children! Then a mah needs 
four acres of quiet! ‘ 


Awakened Too Soon by Hunger. 


“In such a case a man has to waken for 
food ‘before he has had enough sleep, and 
on awakening he feels worse than if he had 
been on a drunk for the same period. There 
is a feeling of miserableness, and restiveness, 
and discontent that is intolerable to the man, 
no less than to his associates, and not till 
his rest has been restored in full does he 
get back his usual temper.” 

For mere physical endurance it is consid- 
ered that the six day bicycle races of a few 
years ago furnish some of the best exam- 
ples of the effect of such strain upon the 
human body. Even the layman remarked 
the “dopey” look of the racer, showing 
that the wheelman was mentally incompe- 
tent long before his legs had failed him.

‘Bach member of the family should open his 
or her windows before going down to. break- 
fast. The dining room may be aired after 
each meal. The kitchen and bathroom 
should receive special attention. It is well 
to kéep a window slightly down from the 
top in each of these rooms al! the time, and 
also have the windows frequéntly opened 
wide. When a sleeping room is used as a sit- 


ting or sewing room during the day, it should - 


be aired at meal times and before bedtime, 
The member of the family who is the last to 
retire ought to thoroughly air the room 
where the family has been sitting, in order 
that foul air may not meke its way into the 
rest ‘of the house the night. 


It is important that nt the question of fresh 


air in the cellar should not: be neglected as 
much of the air which enters the different
